RONA BARRETT - TV COLUMNIST

A n old saw has it that nice guys finish 
last. It has never been determined 
whether nice girls wind up in the same 
position. Perhaps the answer to that 
question may lie with one "nice" young 
lady, Toni Holt, who is flying into the 
face of a formidable foe — when it comes 
to reporting on what is happening within 
the motion picture industry — Rona 
Barrett. It should come as no suprise that 
Miss Barrett isn't likely to look fondly 
upon any interloper, nice or not. 

Whatever Miss Barrett's private 
reaction may be to the arrival of Miss 
Holt as a television competitor, the latter 
is going to be a force to be reckoned 
with, for Miss Holt is now as near as Los 
Angeles television's KHJ-TV, just a few 
blocks from where Rona holds forth on 
KTTV.

being readied for syndication in 26 major 
cities across the U.S. (Avco-Embassy, a 
Joseph E. Levine enterprise is handling 
Miss Holt's syndication). Rona Barrett's 
television syndication has been handled 
for some time by Metromedia in the L.A. 
market, as well as cities across the U.S., 
making Barrett and Holt competitors in 
nearly every large city. 

Interestingly, both ladies have at one 
time been associated with newsman 
Baxter Ward. 

Rona got her start on television with 
KABC-TV, where Ward was top 
newsman. Toni is presently teamed with 
Baxter on Channel 9, where her reports 
are telecast twice daily on his newscasts, 
Monday-Friday. 

Rona gave up her relationship with 
both Baxter and KABC-TV when that 
network outlet failed to come up with

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what she felt was her due, a larger share 
of the profits. Happily, KTTV stepped 
into that breach with the right terms. 

Both ladies were born and educated in 
New York City, too. But there the 
similarity ends. They're as different in 
their approach to reporting on the 
motion picture industry as their separate 
teammates, Baxter and George Putnam. 

Barrett has a long and established 
reputation of hitting hard at anyone 
within the industry, when she feels the 
need, while Holt prefers a less aggressive 
technique in her telecasts. Although Toni 
Holt maintains she never backs away 
from a story, she personally elects how 
she will handle its delivery. 

Viewers' preference to these story 
approaches may well decide the ultimate 
course of their individual careers on TV. 

Rona Barrett didn't start out to be a 
television reporter. Her original pursuit 
was a medical career. But, by the age of 
13 she was working after school for 
Milton Blackstone Agency (New York) 
organizing fan clubs for singer Eddie 
Fisher. 

She subsequently moved up to 
publicity and record promotion for the 
same agency. All thoughts of becoming a 
doctor vanished. 

Her next task was that of promoting a 
then-struggling young singer, Steve 
Lawrence. Her efforts on his behalf led to 
a position with Phil Moore, who handled 
such talents as Lena Horne, Dorothy 
Dandridge and Helene Dixon. 

While doing publicity for Moore, Rona 
Barrett became Helene Dixon's "Girl 
Friday." Still another step led her to a 
job with Asher and Brown, one of New 
York's busiest promotion and publicity 
firms. At Asher & Brown, Miss Barrett 
served as an account executive for Vic 
Damone and Tony Bennett. At the same 
time she wrote a column which went to 
thousands of disc jockeys, newspapers 
and radio stations. 

Rona's activities finally came to the 
attention of Bessie Little, head of a large 
magazine group in New York. It was 
Bessie who encouraged Rona to write, so, 
in 1968, she moved to California where 
Bessie started her on a Hollywood 
column. This eventually led to her 
present job as executive director of Rona 
Berretts' Hollywood, for which she writes 
a monthly column. Still other writing 
involved bylining pieces for daily and 
Sunday newspapers (over125) for the 
Bell-NANA syndicate. It is reported that 
Rona is working on, or has completed a 
novel. 

What then of Toni Holt? 

While Rona was engaged in furthering 
the careers of others, Toni was 


performing as a bit-part actress on 
numerous New York daytime serials. 
Here, once again, their paths crossed. 
Toni Holt was the pretty young girl to 
whom Eddie Fisher tossed a bouquet of 
flowers, from time to time, during a 
production number on The Eddie Fisher 
Show. Toni was still attending high 
school. 

By the time Toni was 16, she had 
become a top model for the Huntington 
Hartford Agency (New York). She wound 
up on the cover of ESQUIRE 
MAGAZINE, along with appearing on a 
number of covers for Dell Publications. 

A search for the title-lead role in 
"Marjorie Morningstar" brought Toni 
(along with Phyllis Newman, Ina Balin 
and Erin O'Brien) to Hollywood where 
she tested with David Janssen. (She later 
bought his home in Palm Springs). Toni 
decided then that she would rather be 
herself than an actress. Though other 
studios expressed interest in her talents, 
she returned to New York where she 
continued to model, do TV commercials 
and become a popular leader of the 
international jet set. 

Her return to California came in 1969 
when she had an offer to do what she 
really wanted to do — an interview show 
with celebrities in Palm Springs — for 
KMIR-TV. 

Three months later, Toni was brought 
to the attention of producer Jan 
McCormack (now her partner-producer in 
T & J Productions). 

It was Jan who interested KTLA in 
bringing Toni back to Hollywood. After 
13 weeks of reporting movie news, KTLA 
management announced (with regret) 
that a Hollywood-type report didn't fit in 
with their overall news image. Miss Holt 
was free to pursue another station. Within 
a few hours, KHJ had signed her to 
appear with Baxter Ward. 

Toni Holt launched a column in 
PHOTOPLAY MAGAZINE in April 
(1970). Additionally, she, like Rona, has 
a syndicated newspaper column which 
appears in 27 Sunday newspaper 
supplements, including the New York 
Daily News and the Chicago Tribune. 
She's also planning a novel. 

There they are. TV show for TV show, 
newspaper column vs newspaper column, 
magazine column vs magazine column. 
The two careers bear a striking 
resemblance to those of Louella Parsons 
and Hedda Hopper. 

Maybe Rona will discover that there's 
room for Toni Holt. In any event, their 
scrimmage for the largest following is 
bound to give readers and viewers alike 
some great entertainment in the months 
(or years) to come.

JEFF BECK, blues guitar wizard, has 
apparently vanished from the local rock 
scene — he is supposedly in an L.A. 
hospital, paralyzed due to an auto 
accident. 

THE ROLLING STONES may show in 
Oakland for a December concert (by the 
way, if you haven't seen Mick Jagger in 
his movie "Performance,” see it!) 

DELANEY and BONNIE are man and 
wife now . . . their last LP is in honor of 
the marriage and is called "To Bonnie 
From Delaney". 

RICK GRETSCH, who did a brief 
album and tour with Blind Faith (and 
formerly with England's Family), has 
joined Traffic . . . 

GEORGE HARRISON is also rumored 
to have joined the group, whose other 
members are Steve Winwood, Jim 
Capaldi, and Chris Wood; ex-member 
Dave Mason is on his own now and doing 
well, having headlined at the Big Sur folk 
festival during the first weekend in 
October. 

KEEF HARTLEY, formerly into more 
heavy rock, has adopted a Big Band jazz 
sound. He played at the Plumpton 
Festival in England this summer, as well 
as at London's Lyceum, and also did a 
live broadcast on BBC. Watch him . . . 

ROD STEWART spent the summer 
doing gigs in England with Small Faces, 
left them, and is now in the U.S.A. He 
had a concert last month at the Santa 
Monica Civic here in L.A., and "Gasoline 
Alley,'' his latest (and some swear 
greatest) effort, is definitely a gas. 

JIMI HENDRIX died doing downers, 
apparently. Controversy still surrounds 
his death and the possibility of suicide. 
His funeral was in Seattle, his birthplace, 
on October third. Before his death he had 


been working on a script and in a movie 
in Britain. 

ALSO DEAD is Al Wilson of the 
Canned Heat, who died two weeks prior 
to Hendrix in Bob (the Bear) Hite's back 
yard in Laurel Canyon. He had pitched a 
tent there and when the Bear's wife went 
to awaken him in the morning it was to 
no avail . . . downers were found in his 
pocket but no cause has been accorded 
yet. The big question now concerns the 
identity of his replacement. 

IN A HAPPIER VEIN, Emerson, Lake, 
and Palmer, who flashed the Isle of Wight 
Festival, are England's biggest new 
"name" group. Emerson is the former 
organist of the Nice (of "Rondo” and 
"Rondo '69" fame). Lake was formerly 
with King Crimson, and Palmer from 
Arthur Brown's Crazy World. 


ALSO IN ENGLAND, Eric Clapton 
has agreed to do two charity concerts at 
London's Lyceum for the benefit of U.S. 
anti-war demonstrators. 

FRANK ZAPPA is working on a 
two-hour TV special due to be broadcast 
in December for VPRO, Amsterdam's far 
out "people's" TV-radio network. It is 
called "200 Motels," and the music from 
it was aired at his concert at U.C.L.A. in 
conjunction with Zubin Mehta ... it will 
also be included in his repertoire for this 
season of concerts both here and abroad. 

STEVE STILLS, former Canyon 
resident, moved to Ringo's former estate 
in Surrey, England this summer, and cut 
there an album with Ringo, the late Jimi 
Hendrix, and Eric Clapton, not yet 
released.

SPEAKING OF KING CRIMSON, the 
group has three new members and a new 
album to be released this month 
sometime. They want to start doing live 
gigs in the early part of next year. 

ELTON JOHN and Leon Russel Will 
Return! They're booked into the 
Fillmore East and will both do six weeks 
tours of the U.S. with other name groups. 
John, an Englishman, made a phenomenal 
debut at L.A.'s Troubadour, and his 
back-up group features two former 
members of the Spencer Davis group, 
bassist Dee Murray and drummer Nigel 
Olson. John's latest record (simply 
entitled “Elton John”) is amazing. 

CHRiS YOULDEN, charismatic lead 
singer of Savoy Brown, split before the 
recording of their latest album, “Looking 
In,” in which the group takes off in the 
direction of jazz ... it still maintains 
much of their “Boogie Blues" sound, for 
you hardcore people.

PLAYING AROUND: John Stewart 
("California Bloodlines") is doing a two 
week gig here the first part of this month. 
From the third to the eighth he'll be at 
the Ice House in Pasadena, then its over 
to the Troubadour from the tenth to the 
fifteenth. He got his start here in L.A., 
back in the days when Ledbetter's was a 
folk-talent club. 

At the Ice House as well (from the 
tenth to the fifteenth, Tim Morgan, folk 
singer and now comedian, will be 
appearing. Does anyone remember when 
he was doing his inimitable rendition of 
"House of the Rising Sun" at 
Balboa/Newport's Prison of Socrates?

DOUGLAS FAIRBANKS, Sr. (Julius 
Ullman) - Born in Denver in 1883, 
Fairbanks began his theatrical career on 
the stage in 1901 playing light comedy. 
In 1914, he made his film debut in "The 
Lamb”. A series of starring roles in silent 
pictures followed — "His Picture in the 
Papers" (1915), "Manhattan Madness" 
(1916), "Reaching for the Moon" 
(1917), dozens of others, including "The 
Matrimaniac" (1919). He married Mary 
Pickford in 1920 and hit his stride as the 
swashbuckling, acrobatic, smiling, 
romantic, superstar of "Mark of Zorro", 
"Thief of Baghdad" and "Don Q, Son of 
Zorro" (pictured). His last film was "The 
Private Life of Don Juan" made in 1934. 
Mary Pickford divorced him in 1935. He 
died in 1939.

So did her marriage to Charles "Buddy" Rogers, 
a popular bandleader of the 30's. They are still married - alive and well and living in the 
hills above Beverly Hills.

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Andy Devine, 65, 

Looks Back on 44 Years As An 


Actor

T here are two things outstanding in 
the 44-year career of Andy Devine - 
Andy's good humor and his versatility. 

And the celebration of his 65th 
birthday October 7th, 1970 saw no 
dimming of either of those 
characteristics. His cackly-gravel laugh 
was as winning as ever and his memory 
snapped back, crystal clear, to his 
Hollywood start in 1926. 

"A fellow saw me in my varsity letter 
sweater and told me they were lookjng 
for ball players over at Universal,” Andy 
recalled. "I got a small part in the 
'Collegians' series, then the signed me. I 
had a stock contract with Universal for 
19 years. 

"The picture that gave me the biggest 
kick, I guess, was The Spirit of Notre 
Dame'. That was the first 'Spirit,' when 
Knute Rockne crashed in that plane, and 
it was my first big part.” 

Andy's preparation for the "Gipper” 
part was authentic. He starred at Arizona 
Normal in Flagstaff, his birthplace, then 
played a year of pro ball for the Los 
Angeles Angels. "I got $45 a game,” 
Andy cackles. 

About Andy's versatility: People are 
apt to forget, maybe because Andy 
appeared in some 400 motion pictures, 
that he has a background of 12 years on 
the stage; and let's not forget his radio 
and TV triumphs . . . those appearances 
with Jack Benny, the "Melody 
Roundup”, and "Lum 'n Abner”, and his 
syndicated TV show, "Andy's Gang”, a 
kid's favorite, ran for three years. Well, 
"Wild Bill Hickock", where Andy played 
"Jingles” ran for 7 years and it is still 
running outside the U.S. 

But I think it's Andy's stage successes 
that thrill him most. "I love live 
audiences." he says, "where you get that 
immediate reaction." 


Immediate reaction is what Andy got 
this past summer as he racked-up his 
500th appearance his "Showboat" and it 
was tremendous. In an Ohio tour with 
Ann Blythe, Captain Andy rang up a 
record-shattering string of SRO's. 

"I think I'll do 'Anything Goes' next 
year," muses Andy. "I like that Reverend 
Moon part. He's such a scallawag.” 

What else is Andy doing? Well, he's 
just finished a second "Over the Hill 
Gang", which ABC-TV, looking at a 42% 
share on the first "Gang", is simply 
delighted with. 


Not content with his TV work plus 
radio and TV commercials and a number 
of personal appearance, Andy unveils his 
first "Captain Andy” restaurant soon in 
Charlottsville, Va. They will be on the old 
showboat theme with the added 
attraction of silent films. 

That's where Andy got his start, silent 
films, and his career was over when the 
talkies came in until some brainy exec 
saw the appeal in Andy's breaking voice 
and put him back on the track. 

Many of Andy's thanks go to Will 
Rogers, who introduced him to Dorothy 
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House in June of 1933. In fact, Andy and 
Dorothy were in the same Fox film with 
Will, "Dr. Bull”, when the introduction 
took place in June, 1933. They were wed 
four months later. They have two grown 
sons, both successful in real estate, and 
two grand-daughters. The sons, Dennis 
and Tad, appeared in some films, 
including "Canyon Passage", with Andy 
but got out of film work when they saw 
what was happening in California real 
estate. 

Andy and his wife have lived on the 
water at Newport Beach for the past 14 
years. One of Andy's neighbors is John 
Wayne, with whom Andy appeared in the 
RKO classic, "Stagecoach", the film that 
made the Duke. 

Andy's versatility runs to the pictures 
he's done too. Let's not forget his part 
with John Barrymore and Norma Shearer 
in "Romeo and Juliet”. Or in Jimmy 
Stewart's first picture for Metro, "Small 
Town Girl". Or "Way Down East" with 
Janet Gaynor and Henry Fonda.

One of Andy's prime regrets is never 
having been on Broadway in a play. 

"I've toured in 'Never Too Late'," 
Andy remembers. "I got good reviews 
with Joan Bennett and Irene Hervey. I've 
done "On Borrowed Time', and 'My 
Three Angels', too." 

Looking over the reviews of Andy's 
stage successes one is quick to realize that 
Andy Devine is a formidable dramatic 
actor — a complete pro. 



Andy Devine has done his share of straight 
dramatic roles though he hammed it up in 
this one with Henry Fonda. It's a Fox Film 
Production but can you guess the year? 


Andy still loves to hunt and fish. He 
makes regular trips back to his home state 
of Arizona. He was there just recently 
helping Kingman, Arizona, where he was 
raised, celebrate its annual "Pioneer 
Days", and now, in addition to the Andy 
Devine Boulevard in Kingman, they have 
an Andy Devine Room in the Western 
Museum where Andy's memorabilia is on 
display. 

But the biggest star, up-staging star at 
that, in the entire Devine menage, is 
"Auntie Mamie", an aging Beagle^who 
simply stole the show once when Andy 
and Dorothy took the woebegone looking 
pooch on a "Truth or Consequences" 
show.

N ostalgia is easily come by. It takes so 
little to trigger an upsurge of it. Like 
reading an item about an award for a 
major screen star, and immediately 
thereafter watching a 90-minute 
television special. 

A news story said that Bob Hope had 
been voted a "Georgie", the statue named 
for George M. Cohan, as Entertainer of 
the Year by members of the American 
Guild of Variety Artists. The video 
program, a month or so ago, was an 
adaptation of the Broadway musical, 
"George M." 

The hour and a half was full of 
sparkle, fun, and heart tugs. That must 
have been the way it was for most of the 
life and times of George M. Cohan, and 
not at all like the few months during 
which I was privileged to work with and 
know this fine entertainer — and human 
being. 

I suppose that the time that the 
"Yankee Doodle Boy" spent in 
Hollywood in 1932 were some of the 
bitterest Cohan ever knew. I've seen*some 
pretty miserable stars in my time, but few 
so unhappy as the man who signed his 
letters "George M.” 

When, nearly 40 years ago, it was 
announced that Cohan was coming to 
Paramount Studios to star in a movie 
titled "The Phantom President", I 
reserved a seat on Cloud 9. I was one of 
three unit publicists working for the late 
Arch Reeve, and I knew that somehow I 
had to get myself assigned to that film. 

Back in small-town Emporia, Kansas, I 
had grown up wide-eyed at stock 
company "mellerdrammer" and traveling 
one-nighters, dreaming that someday I'd 
be a part of show business. A man named 




movie.” 

The boss stared at me as though I'd 
lost my marbles. Imagine passing up any 
of the other three! Who was Cohan? What 
was a George M? 

Herb took the DeMille opus. Neville 
took "Farewell”. 

We'd all left "The Big Broadcast” 
dangling. It was to star a band-and-radio 
crooner named Bing Crosby who'd never 
made a movie and it was to include acts 
by radio personalities Kate Smith, Burns 


One day, I talked Bing's brother, 
Everett, into backing me up in a "dream" 
to the effect that Der Bingle's provocative 
voice was due to a harmless nodule 
growing on his vocal chord, the removal 
of which would end his career. That one 
got play! 

"The Phantom President” was timely 
in 1932. It was a presidential election 
year and the story concerned a capable, 
but stuffy, candidate whose personality 
was sure to defeat him. When his backers

and Allen, Guy Lombardo, Cab Calloway 
and a few others. 

Arch wagged his head in disbelief at 
his staff's stupidity, and then announced 
that since I'd leaped at the easiest and 
least likely to succeed (both of which 
ultimately proved true) I had "The Big 
Broadcast", too. 

That landmark in movie-making and 
Paramount history is another story. It 
brought me a friendship with The 
Groaner and a chance at sparking 
something which I immodestly believe 
was a publicity classic. 


found a medicine show barker who was 
his double, the stiff-poker gent was put in 
cold storage and Cohan, in the dual role, 
won the contest. 

Jesse M. Lasky, who had come out of 
vaudeville (as had Cohan), was 
Paramount's veep in charge of 
production. It was he who signed Cohan, 
Broadway's man of colorful dignity at the 
time. Long before Cohan entertained for 
Hollywood, Lasky had been unseated. 

With apprehension, Cohan started

George M. Cohan was my idol. I'd never 
seen him, but I had read everything I 
could find about him. During early grade 
school days. I'd listened in fascination to 
a phonograph record of Cohan belting 
out "It's a Grand Old Flag" and "I'm a 
Yankee Doodle Dandy." I'd learned every 
word of every verse. I can still recall 
them. Then, in 1918, it was Armistice 
Day and I played the baritone horn in the 
town's Kid Band and we marched in a 
parade tooting "Over There" and I 
tingled all over and thought that any man 
who could write that song had the right 
to be idolized. 

George M. Cohan was all over every 
issue»of "Theatre Magazine", (edited by 
Arthur Hornblow, Sr.), to which I 
subscribed. I read every story. I decided 
that some day I would see him on the 
stage. I never considered the possibility of 
meeting him. But the film industry 
creates amazing things in the lives of its 
workers. 

For me, it was that day in 1932 when 
the publicity director called Herb 
Moulton, Neville Reay and me into his 
office as unit men. 

Arch Reeve said Paramount had four 
important vehicles upcoming: Cecil B. 
DeMille's "The Sign of the Cross," the

duty bound to respect. In the power 
struggle at the studio, most production 
brains felt Cohan and the film constituted 
a legacy sure to be painful, but already 
too costly to be written off safely. 

Those inside channels had to bubble 
over and let true attitudes leak out to 
folks like me, then a bewildered, stunned, 
embittered young publicist who was 
wounded at sensing that most of the 
smug hottentots in my studio felt that 
this fabulous stage figure was something 
the lot was stuck with, so "let's get it 
over With". 

Self-protection went on. 

They'd never let Cohan sprint back to 
Broadway, pointing to a "selling down 
the river". Claudette Colbert, who knew 
and admired Cohan, was convinced she 
should play the heroine opposite Cohan. 

Claudette was one of the studio's two 
or three box-office female stars at that 
time. She was told that if she did the 
colorless role in "The Phantom 
President", she could go over to 
Columbia to make a movie she'd been 
pestering to do — a flimsy bit of fluff 
called "It Happened One Night" with an 
unproved young director named Frank 
Capra. 

It was only coincidental that MGM 
was chastising Clark Gable at that time 
and that studio sent him over to 
Columbia for this small project which 
happened to win Academy Awards for 
Claudette, Gable, Capra and Columbia. 
But that, my friends, is another story. It 
didn't help Cohan much. 

Maybe the inspiration for casting the 
character of the side-kick of the 
medicine-show barker was unintentional. 
But the role did go to Jimmy Durante, 
probably the only person involved with 
the movie who was perpetually 
enchanted. 

A couple of years ago, I ran into 
Durante in a local store and we spoke 
about the picture. He said then that 
appearing in the same film with Cohan 
was the greatest privilege of his life. 
Actually, Durante stole the movie by 
miles. 

My first meeting with Cohan came 
when I boarded the Super Chief in 
Pasadena and rode in with him and a 
beautiful little man, five-foot Mike 
Hirano, his Japanese valet. I told Cohan 
what we hoped he would say to the press 
at the station about how much the 
country needed a candidate with 
showmanship. 

That was only the plot of the movie! 

Cohan smiled and went along with it,

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making me an instant fan. At that first 
meeting, two individualities of Cohan's 
were obvious. In a bewitching way, he 
spoke every word from the left corner of 
his mouth. And after you'd shaken hands 
with him, a delightful fragrance lingered 
on your palm for hours. 

Cohan bathed his hands in cologne 
several times a day. 

I still have a collection of hand-written 
material of Cohans, and for years, they 
have carried that fragrance. 

One of these is a note to me from 
George M. asking if I would get an 
enclosed check cashed, so he would have 
spending money on his return from a 
day's location. The check, made out 
simply to "cash", sent me into chilly 
jitters. It was for $1000, then more than

10 weeks salary Tor me. 

That evening, when my shaking hands 
delivered the bills, he handed it all to 
Mike, the valet, who paid for everything, 
always, because Cohan disliked carrying 
money. Mike also walked with Cohan. 

In those days, before the jogging fad, 
Hollywood stars usually drove from 
dressing room to sound stage — maybe 
200 yards away. 

One afternoon, before production 
started, Cohan and Mike hoofed it all the 
way from Paramount Studios to their 
bungalow at the Beverly Hills Hotel. The 
walk took three hours, - and they liked 
it. 

The promotion geniuses in our New 
York office sent me a must. 

Cohan was to write an original song, 
''The Country Needs a Man”, (part of the 
plot, too), for which I was to get 
publicity as sung by Cohan. Hopefully, 
one of the political parties would adopt it 
as a campaign song (neither did) and, 
once published, it would rival the 
popularity of "Over There” (they were 
real dreamers in those days!) 

Cohan told me he would carry out the 
request if the studio brought a sliding 
keyboard piano into his dressing room. 
(He didn't read music and couldn't 
transpose.) The music department "bright 
lads” nearly threw up, but one did show 
up and Cohan wrote words and music. It 
wasn't bad. 

Now to get it introduced. 

My orders were to effect a public blast 
off, not just local radio. 

In those days there was an 
unbelievable show called the Los Angeles 
Breakfast Club, which demoted the level 
of mediocrity for American businessmen 
below the then-level of Rotary, Kiwanis 
and Optimists. Weekly, these Babbits met 
at 7 a.m. to sing thunderous versions of 
"Smiles" and "By the Light of the Silvery 
Moon". 

The club said sure, they'd be happy to 
have Cohan come sing his new song, if . . . 
Cohan would submit to initiation as an 
honorary member. 

I informed Cohan, "It can't be 
atrocious." 

But it was worse. 

After Cohan had introduced our plug 
tune, he was blindfolded and led to a 
gigantic wooden saw horse. Straddling 
this, he recited some complete idiocy, 
called an oath, while a balding chortler 
held the hand of this leading figure in the 
history of the American theatre, pressed 
it palm downward into a platter of cool 
fried eggs and grease-exuding ham. 

From the front row, I prayed. With 
eyes closed, I pleaded, "God forgive me 
my publicity sins." 
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For years, I had nightmares about 
that. On the way back to the studio, in a 
company car, I asked Cohan to forgive 
me. 

Somehow, he seemed to do so. 

There were days, during production, 
when I sat with him and some of-his 
buddies on the curb in front of his 
dressing room, just talking. Day after day, 
this man reported for make-up at 7:30 
a.m. to be ready by 9, and then he waited 
to be called to the set — sometimes in 
mid-afternoon. Purposeful belittling, or 


inefficiency? Hard to know. 

I do know that Cohan had tried to 
offer suggestions and requests. Why 
should Hollywood pay attention to a man 
who had once almost literally, owned all 
of Broadway? In Hollywood, he had been 
hired as an actor - and by an unseated 
co-founder of the company. 

This, also, I know. The official 
producer of the picture was reported to 
be too busy to listed to Cohan's beefs. 
Cohan, despite his vast experience, was 
informed he should take his problems to 


an associate producer, a recent graduate 
of an Ivy League college, who, at 22, was 
making his debut in movieland 
production. 

So Cohan sat and talked to a few 
people who were thrilled to listen to a 
man who had become — in all places, save 
Hollywood — a legend in his own time. 

His favorite listener was Ernie 
Johnson, the property man, who daily 
left his set chores to assistants in order to 
serve as a sounding board to the unhappy 
star. Continued

Among the things Cohan sad was that 
where genuine politics were concerned, 
he was backing Al Smith. 

"But no Catholic ever can be elected 
President of the United States." If only 
he had lived to see how wrong he could 
be. 

Cohan buried this Hollywood Fiasco 
in yet another Broadway success in which 
he played another President of the United 
States "I'd Rather Be Right", a smash hit 
in 1937. 

Today there is only nostalgia, a 
coveted trophy named for a man, a 
Broadway musical which has since played 
in many American cities, and, for this 
writer, a letter. 

I had written Cohan a report about the 
Hollywood preview, mostly as a courtesy. 
There was a gracious reply. 

His letter ended: "That flock of 
geniuses that make pictures are happy 
that I'm fine, I dare say. Well, at least I 
gave the boys something to talk about 
besides themselves and that should be a 
relief to everyone concerned. Give my 
best to any and all you think might care 
to hear from me." 

The letter was signed simply: 
"Sincerely, George M."
